TURKS OFFER COMPROMISE

But This Is ‘Unacceptable and Allies 
Denounce the Armistice---Some 
Still Hope for Peace. 


London, January 30.—The curtain 
may rise onvthe second act of the 
Balkan war next Monday. The allies 
denounced the armistice at 7 o'clock 
tonight, and if events take the pre-« 
scribed course, the bombardment 0 
Adrianople will be started after an in- 
terval of four days. 

Indeed, the bombardment has 
scheduled for’ 7 o'clock Monday 
ing. 

Yet, even at this elevent hour, war 
is in no wise assured. Only a few hours 
before the allies proclaimed their mo- 
mentous decision the Ottoman govern- 
ment presented its reply to the joint 
note of the powers of January 1%. 

Never hag a diplomatic problem 
taken such swift and surprising 
changes as these negotiations for 
peace. The young Turks who seized 
the government with shouts of defiance 
have undergone a marvelous trans- 
formation. Instead of drawing tlie 
battle line at the question of surrend- 
ering Adrianople, they offer a compro- 
mise which cOmes so near meeting the 
Bulgarian demands that a settlement 
should not be impossible, and they 
leave the Aegean Islands to the dis- 
position of the powers. 

Differeuce Very Slight. 

The difference between what Con- 
stantinople is ready to give and what 
Bulgaria is willing to accept has been 
reduced to such small proportions that 
even some of the Balkan delegates be- 
lieve a compromise may yet be agreed 
upon. Constantinople now asks simply 
the retention of that section of Adri- 
anople where the holy shrines are sit- 
uated, Bulgaria alwuys-meant to léave 
the mosques and shrines to Turkey, 
and even to confer the right of extra 
territoriality, thus giving them some- 
thing of the status of the vatican in 
Rome. The vital differences between 
the two nations amount nrerely to 
Turkey's demanding the shrines and 
the sections surrounding them. 

The Thracean. frontier line, 
fore. with the exception of the town 
of Adrianople practically has been 
agreed to, as Turkey is ready to leave 
t~ the powers the disposition of the 
I emeeteel 
jnud on the right bank of the Maritza 
river, which conditions, as is known, 
the allies are satisfied to accept. The 
question of the Aegean islands also 
practically has been solved, as the 
porte is disposed to leave their set- 
tlement to the powers. 

Powers Fear Grave Complications. 

Dr. Daneff, head of the Bulgarian 
delegation, suid with reference to 
Turkey's reply: 

“It is not of a character to form the 
basis for fresh negotiatiogs.’”” This, 
however, is simply a public state- 
inent, possibly made to exercise more 
pressure on Constantinople. A ma- 
jority of the allies apparently trust 
that 4 compromise will be reached. 

All the powers have urged the al- 
lies to do their utmost to prevent the 
resumption of hostilities because of 
Zrave complications that otherwise 
might arise. Whatever happens, the 
Greek premier, M, .Venizelos, | will 
leave London tomorrow. He will visit 
friends in the country and expects to 
depart from England Saturday or Sun- 
day.

YOUNG TURK GOVERNMENT BOLD 
IN ITS REPLY TO THE POWERS 
Constantinople, January 30.—In its 
reply to the joint note of the powers 
the Young Turk government asserts 
itself boldly. Apart from proposals to 
divide Adrianople and a pléa for the 
retention of the Aegean islands, the 
new government takes advantage of 
the occasion to press for relief from 
the fetters of tariff and foreigners’ 
extra territorial rights, under which 
the Turkes long» have chafed. 
“The Ottoman government does not 
hesitate to recognize tn.t the con- 
clusion of peace corresponds with the 
hopes and interest of all,’ says the 
note, “and that it is desirable to put 
an end as S00n as possible to a strug- 
gle which it in no way provoked. 
“The imperial government has al- 
ready given undentiable proof of a con- 
cillatory spirit by consenting to im- 
mediate sacrifices. Adrianople being 
an essentially Mussulman town and 
the second capital in. Turkey and 
therefore indissolubly bound up with 
the empire, the mere rumor of its ces- 
sion provoked a sentiment of reproba- 
tion throughout the country and 
aroused such excitement as to bring 
= the resignation of the last cabi- 
net. 
‘The Turkish government is willing, 
as a final proof of its pacific disposi- 
tion, tO place itself in the hands of 
the powers regarding that part of 
Adrianople situated on the right Lank 
of the Maritza river. The mosques 
and historic monuments are on the left 
bank, and the retention of that section 
is a necessity which the government 
cannot fail to take account of with- 
out exposing the country to a commo- 
tion which might result in the gravest 
consequences.

was received in Atlanta yes- 
terday of the death of Mrs. Livingston 
Mims, wife of the late Major Mims, 
former mayor of Atlanta, at Brookline, 
Mass. a suburb of Boston. She had 
been ill for some time, and for seven 
or eight months had rested in her work 
as a lecturer for the Christian Science 
church, in the hope of recovery. She 
was about 72 years’old. Dispatches 
from Boston state that preparations 
were being made to send the body to 
Atlanta for burial beside the body of 
her husband. 

Probably no woman who ever lived 
in Atlanta exerted greater influence on 
society than Mrs. Livingston Mims. 
For many years the soctal life of At- 
lanta centered around Mayor Mims and 
his charming wife. He was president 
of the Capital City club for many 
years, and as his wife, Mrs. Mims act- 
ed as hostess at some of the most bril- 
liant events tn the history of Atlanta. 
The most notable of these was the 
beautiful ball given to President Cleve- 
land on his visit to this city during 
his first term. 
wife were entertained 
the Mims home, which

stood on the 


de Leon avenue, on the present site 
of the Georgian Terrace hotel. 
Entertained Many Notables. 

This home was acquired by Mr. and 
Mrs. Mims on their moving to Atlanta 
from Savannah in the eighties. Many 
of the nation’s most noted persons 
have been entertained in this home-- 
such people as Jefferson Davis and his 
daughter, Miss Winnie; General. Joe 
Johnston, President "McKinley; Joseps 
Jefferson, General Joe.

BEAVERS: ADVICE 
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His Recommendations Followed 
_ Granting Hotel Permits 


Run-In With Albian’s 
Attorney. 


The Albian hotel, operated by Jake 
Goldberg at No. 25 1-2 South Pryor 
street, was attacked by Chief of Po- 
lice James L. Beavers yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when Attorney J. A. Goldberg, 
son of the owner, applied to the police 
committee for an operating permit. 

Chief Beavers told the committee 
that the hotel was a gaming place. 
He said that when he was a captain 
he helped raid the hotel, and that re- 
cently a shooting scrape, in which u« 
woman was involved, occurred in the 
hotel. 

“I dare say that nine people out of 
ten will bear me out that the place 
should not be permitted to operate,” 
Chief Beavers told the committee. 

The rap of the chief caused Attorney 
Goldberg to criticise the methods of 
the police. He told the committee that 
Chief Beavers has placed the hote: un- 
der continual vigilance, and in a re- 
cent raid a man and woman were ar- 
rested. 

“When they were taken to the sta- 
tion they proved that they were man 
and wife, and the case against them 
was dismissed,” Goldberg explained. 

Story of Shooting. 

Guldberg told the committee that the 
shooting scrape recalled by Chief 
Beavers was the result of an attempt 
of a notorious police character to cre- 
ate a disturbance in the place. Jie 
said that the man was shot because 
he refused to stop cursing in the pres- 
ence of the young lady clerk. 

“The shooting scrape is a fair exam- 
ple of Chief Beavers’ suppositions,” 
Goldberg said. “He ought to confine 
himself to facts. It is not fair for the 
chief to make a statement unless he 
knows the facts.” 

Attorney William Smith corrobo- 
rated the statement of Goldberg in the 
essential details. He said that the in- 
dictment has never been 
superior court. 

Chief Beavers replied that 
made the raid on the hotel 
cards and money on the table.

Secretary Nagel Formally Bars 
Exile From Country. 


MURDER 1S LAID TO CASTRO 


Alleged Castro Refused to State 
Whether He Was Party to Kill- 
ing of Gen. Paredes. 


Washington, January 30.—Cipriano 
Castro, former president of Venezuela, 
was today denied admission to the 
United States as a viditor by Charles 
Nagel, secretary of commerce and la- 
bor. The Venezuelan’s unwavering re- 
fusal to answer the question whether, 
while president of his country, he was 
a party to the killing of General 
Paredes was the cause of Secretary Na- 
gel's order for his deportation. 

The cabinet minister sustained the 
adverse report of the immigration au- 
thorities against Castro on the ground 
that his declination to answer “may in 
itself constitute an admission by con- 
duct” of the commission of a felony. 
The immigration law bars from éntry 
any person convicted of or admitting 
the commission of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, providing it [Is not 
purely a political offense. The sécre- 
tary held that the murder of Paredes 
was not. a purely political crime. 

Must Answer “Yes” Or “No.”’ 

Further, the secretary declared that 
air alien was compelled to answer “yes” 
or “‘no” any pertinent question regard- 
ing his admissibility. If permitted to 
refuse he maintained that “the immi- 
gration service might just as well ad- 
journ.”’

Even the Dead Impersonated. 
One Voter Died at the 
Polls iy Londonderry. 


Lendonderry, Ireland, January 30.— 
Because a nationalist victory would 
give the Irish party a majority of the 
seats in Ulster, the bye-election for 
the seat in the house of commons .to 
represent the city of Londonderry. was 
contested in a most determined’ man- 
ner today. The seat was made vacant 
by the retirement of the Marquis of 
Hamilton, a unionist, to take the place 
of his father, the late Duke of Aber- 
corn, in the house of. lords.. 

In spite of the drenching rain, a 
record poll of 99 per cent of the elec- 
torate, numbering Slightly ,over 5,000, 
was obtained. No official announce- 
ment of the result will be Known until 
tomorrow, but the nationalists claim 
victory for their candidate, David C, 
Hogg. by a-majority of 34 over the 
unionist candidate, Colonel H. A. Pak- 
enham. 

Scenes almost unparalleled in. Irish 
elections were enacted at the polling 
booths. Voters had been brought frum 
the American continent and other dis- 
tant places. The sick, the dying, the 
halt and the blind were taken to the 
polls. Attempts were made to imper- 
sonate the dead. Others were so ill 
they were unable to move a hand. 

One unionist voter dropped dead in 
bis own house while a motor car with 
a doctor was waiting at the door to 
convey him to the booth. Another, a 
paralytic, was able to utter one-half 
of his choice’s name and his vote wag 
allowed. Still another recorded hig 
vote under the guise of an invalid. He 
proved to be a man wanted by the 
police to undergo a term of imprison- 
ment. The town was full of constab- 
ulary and was in a fever of excitement 
throughout the whole day. 

David C. Heogg is a strong advocate 
of home rule, and the fact that he is 
a Protestant enabled him to take from 
the unienists a number of votes which 
otherwise would have been cast 
against the nationalist candidate, and 
he polled also practically all the Cath-« 
olic home rule vote.

IRISH HOME RULE 
REJECTED BY PEERS 


Although Lords Reject Measure They 
Can’t Prevent It From Becom- 
ing Law. 


London, January 30.—After a four 
day’s discussion the house of lords to- 
night rejected the .khome rule bill, 326 
to 69. The result was a foregone con- 


clusion. 

The speeches aroused little interest 
because, as the Ear! of Halsbury pathet- 
ically observed, the position of the 
house was now that of an ordinary de- 
bating club—the peers could express 
their views and reject the bill, but 
they could not prevent it from becom- 
ing law. : 

Nevertheless, the largest muster of 
peers since the fateful evening they 
passed the parliament bill assembled 
in the chamber and bejewelled peer- 
esses thronged the side galleries. 

Lord Lansdowne wound up the de- 
bate for the opposition; Lord Morley, 
of Blackburn, for the government. 

The seene was altogether lacking in 
the dramatic excitement which accom- 
panied the lords’ rejection of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s bill in 1893 by a far larger ma- 
jority, 378. 

Lord Hortey, in closing the debate, 
remarked the absence of the ferocity 
which characterized the debates on 
the Gladstonian measures, and, reply- 
ing to Lord Lansdowne’s warning that 
the giving of home rule to Ireland 
would be a menace to England-if Eng- 
land ever were involved in serious in- 
ternational trouble, reminded Lord 
Lansdowne that his own land policy 
would give Ireland cash or credit to 
the extent of two hundred millions 
British money, and that Lord Lans- 
downe would scarcely be Hkely to do 
that if he pony 4 believed that Ireland 
was likely to become England's ene- 


my.

While there might be a few scat- 
tering members who would like to 
have Dr. Broughton again filling his 
old pulpit, there is no general senti- 
ment for such action on the part of 
the congregation, it is stated. 

There are many members of the 
church who would not under any con- 
sideration agree to a recall of the 
former pastor, it 1s said. Some of 
them openly say that they do not 
want Dr. Broughton back and that 
they have cood reasons for that senti- 
ment. | 
Hurt at Dr. Broughbton’s Withdrawal. 

It is no secret that many members 
of the Tabernacle felt hurt at Dr. 
Broughton’s resigning. They say that 
he left at a time when the church 
was heavily in debt and about to be 
seriously involved and the debts had 
been piled up by his own plans, and 
that he should have stuck by the 
church until what he had inaugurated 
was consummated. 

“The talk about our church recall- 
ing Dr. Broughton,” states Mr. Hatch- 
er, “is absolutely without any foun- 
dation. The board of deacons has 
taken no action about the matter. The 
resignation of Dr. MacArthur came 
suddenly and found us totally unpre- 
pared. I do not know of a single 
member of the board who has any 
idea of wishing to extend a call to 
Dr. Broughton. There may be a few 
members of the congregation who 
might like to see our old pastor back 
with us, but. I do not think there are 
enough of them to ¢rystallize any such 
movement. What we will have to do 
is to get together quietly and select 
the best preacher we can secure.” 

Would Probably Cause a Split. 

When asked if he did not think an 
effort to recall Dr. Broughton might 
cause a spilt in the church, Mr. Hatch- 
er replied: 

“Very probably so There would 
very likely be a divided sentiment and 
we cannot afford at thie critical time 
in the history of the church to do any- 
thing -which would divide our ranks. 
As Dr. Hall said Wednesday night, we 
must all stand together.” 

Mr. Hatcher said he felt very sure 
that no cail would be extended to Dr. 
Broughton. 

The congregation will hold a meet- 
ing next Wednesday evening at the 
Tabernacle for the purpose of consid- 
ering a sale of a part of the church 
property. and it is probable that the 


selection of a new pastor will be dis- 
cussed. 

Just at present no one knows who 
is likely to be called, but it seems a 
foregone conclusion that Dr. Brough- 
ton will mot be considered on the elij- 
gible list.

New Executive Quarters. 

The offices of the executive depart- 
ment, which have been undergoing a 
general remodeling and cleaning up 
during the last week, are now prac- 
tically complete and look as bright as 
a dollar. The most important inno- 
vYation is the opening of a vault for 
the safe-keeping of state records. This 
vault formerly opened into the old of- 
fice of the -governor, which is now bLe- 
ing used for the sale of hunting 
licenses. The vault had not been used 
for years, but it has been renovated 
and another door has been cut leading 
into the executive department offices. 
In this will be stored all the existing 
executive minutes and other valuable 
documents of the state, which have for 
years been exposed to theft, fire and 
other disasters. These records extend 
back almost consecutively to 1783. 

High Court Sustains Recorder. 

Judge Russell in his opinion handed 
down in the state court of appeals on 
Thursday in the case of DeFrees vy. 
the city of Atlanta, upheld the decision 
of Recorder Broyles when he found 
W. E. DeFrees guilty of a violation of 
the municipal ordinance prohibiting 
the keeping of intoxicating liquors for 
sale without the proper legal ap- 
thority. In part, says Judge Russell: 

“Under the facts in the case the re- 
corder was fully authorized to con- 
clude that the defense was merely a 
subterfuge and that the accused him- 
self fas the seller, or, at any eventl, 
interested in the sale, and not as an 
agent for a purchaser. While, in prose- 
cution for a violation of a municipal] 
ordinance prohibiting the keeping of 
intoxicating iquors for. sale, it is 
essential to show that the liquid kept 
by the accused was in fact intoxicat- 
ing, the fact that the accused accept- 
ed from a common carrier, as whisky, 
receipting for them as whisky, author- 
izes the inference that the contents of 
the shipment were whiskey, as they 
purported to be, and the accused ap- 
parently understood them to be.” 


Club Cases Reversed. 

The state court of appeals on Thurs- 
day handed down a decision reversing 
the action of the city court of Bruns- 
wick in fining the Progress club and 
the Brunswick-Oglethorpe club, of that 
city, $1,000 each for alleged failure to 
register and pay their licenses taxes. 
The reversal was made upon the ground 
that a corporation cannot be brought 
to trial except upon indictment or pre- 
sentment by a grand jury, both of 
which were lacking in the case of the 
Progress club y. the city of Brunswick. 
The city court was therefore not cloth- 
ed with the. necessary jurisdiction to 
bring the club to trial. 

This decision, however, does not af- 
fect the guilt or innocence of the clubs, 
and they may yet be tried either upon 
the execution of the proper legal form 
or upon the club’s waiving the grand 
jury procedure.

She has employed W. D. Mc- 
Neil to represent her and declares that 
unless her husband files a suit for 
divorce she will take that action 
against him as soon as she has re- 
sided in Georgia long eneugh. 

In his testimony before the federal 
grand jury Hamilton is alleged to 
have stated that his wife had been in 
company with Carmichael time and 
again while he was away from home 
and that they made frequent trips to 
West Baden. About ten days ago 
Hamilton came to Macon, accompanied 
by his attorney, and took out habeas 
corpus proceedings to secure posses- 
sion of his child. When the case came 
up for a hearing he failed to appear 
and it was dismissed by the court. It 
was later learned that he had return- 
ed to Louisville and nothing further 
was heard until the indictment was 
returned in Louisville against Car- 
michael yesterday. 

“Mr. Carmichael:-is an old friend of 
the family,” said Mrs. Hamilton to- 
day, “but I have not seen him since 
my marriage in April, 1907, in Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind. When I hada row with 
my husband last October I had no one 
else to appeal to, so I wrote to Mr. 
Carmichael and asked him if he would 
lend me enough money to pay my 
expenses to Macon so I could live with 
my mother. He did not wait to write, 
but telegraphed me the money. When 
my husband sobered up from a drunk 
he made me promise to remain with 
him and then took possession of the 
money Mr. Carmichael had sent and 
paid a month’s rent and bought him- 
self a suit of clothes with it. Later 
he tried to get me to write Mr. Car- 
michael for more money and I re- 
fused to do so. He then flew into a 
rage and said that we would get $1,000 
from that man, and when I refused to 
participate in any such scheme he 
denounced me and told me that he had 
the telegram Mr. Carmichael had sent 
me and that men did not send other 
men’s wives money for nothing. He 
stole my child and then sent a lawyer | 
to see me and told me that if I would 
sign a contract to separate he would 
permit me to have the child one month 
and he the next.

I[ take it for granted that 
President-elect Wilson will give out 
anything he wants published and I 
will give out anything I want pub- 
lished. Neither of us should be held 
responsible for what anybody says. 
Speaking for myself, I do not care to 
discuss unauthorized reports. Mr. 
Alexander did not call upon political 
business, and our conversation was 
about a: entirely different matter’ 
Democrats Saw Bryan. 

Conierences between Mr. Bryan and 
other prominent democratic leaders, 
including fenryv FE. Alexander, of 
Trenton, N. I., a close personal friend 
of President-elect Wilson, resulted in 
the announcement by The ._Miamt 
Herald that Mr. Bryan had given a 
positive assurance that he would ac- 
cept the portfolio ot secretary of state 
in the Wilson cabinet. Mr. Alexander 
left early today to return to Trenton. 

Others who called on Mr. Bryan in- 
cluded Colonel E. M. House, of Texas, 
and Hugh «“. Wallace, of Washington, 
one of the leading democrats of the 
north west. 

Mr. Bryan will, it is sald, remain at 
his winter home here until the last of 
February, when he will leave for 
Washington, to be present at the in- 
auguration ceremonies. 

Report Stirred Washington. 

Washington, January 30.—The re- 
port from Miami, Fla., concerning Wil- 
liam J. Bryan's place in the Wilson 
cabinet, spread through the capitol to- 
day and aroused widespread interest 
and comment among senators and 

representatives. There was some mis- 
@iving at the outset as to accepting 
the report in the absence of an au- 
thoritative statement direct from the 
principals. 

However, the prevailing view was 
that the report was in line with what 
had been expected for some time by 
those lea@ers having close relations 
with the president-elect and Mr. 
Bryan. Some of the leaders in the 
confidence of both the president-elect 
and Mr. Bryan asserted their belief 
in the accuracy of the statement that 
Mr. Bryan had accepted the portfolio.

A CLEAN CONTROL. 


Full control of the legislative as well 
as the executive branch of the government 
is assured the democratic party by the elec- 
tion of Willard Saulsbury as United States 
senator from Delaware. Prior to Mr. Sauls- 
bury’s designation the democratic strength 
in the senate totaled forty-eight votes, 
which would have precipitated a partisan 
deadiock upon all important issues and re- 
quired the constant intervention of Vice 
President Marshall. Delaware now con- 
tributes a senator to the democratic quota, 
bringing the latter up to forty-nine, or a 
majority of one over the combined republi- 
cans and progressives. Illinois, New Hamp- 
shire and West Virginia may make further 
additions to the democratic contingent. 
When it is considered that on many leading 
questions the opposition line-up will split 
to the advantage of the democracy, the par- 
ty’s strategic position is seen to be still fur- 
ther fortified. 
| The significance of absolute democratic 
control of the senate is many-sided. Pri- 
marily it means that more than ever is the 
need for harmony emphasized. There can 
be little leeway for intra-party dissensions 
where a scant majority of one is in exist- 
ence. In the house, the majority of the 
democracy is so overwhelming that a few 
votes could be spared without jeopardizing 
the party’s program. But in the senate the 
slightest rocking of the boat would becken 
danger. 

Had the party faced the task of material- 
izing legislation with a minority or a tie 
vote in the senate, the country would have 
been less likely to hold it to rigid accounta- 
bility for failure. As conditions exist, there 
will be scant tendency to be lenient in judx- 
ment. The nation is in no mood to spiit 
hairs over factional differences. It only 
knows that one political organization nas 
been intrusted with all branches of the gov- 
ernment. Upon the course of that party 
will depend its continued tenure of power or 
its more or less rapid return to the twenty- 
year-old role of futile opposition. 

As developments have thus far mani- 
fested themselves, senate democrats appear 
to fully recognize the responsibility resting 
upon them. No divergences save those that 
skillful leadership can reconcile have as yet 
been revealed. The real test is, however, 
still to come. The next three or four months 
should tell the tale. In the meantime, the 
cultivation by new and holdover democratic 
senators of a spirit of conciliation and con- 
cession is the most impelling duty to the 
party and the country, which has handed 
down unmistakable mandates. 


RALLY TO THE FIFTH. 


Atlanta is already well started on the 
way to redeem a blot on its civic reputa- 
tion by sending the Fifth regiment and the 
Atlanta artillery to the Wilson inaugural. 
Should the city and the county appropriate 
each the $2,000 asked of them, the amount 
needed will be more than half secured. Pub- 
lic-spirited citizens have contributed lib- 
erally to bring the fund to this advanced 
status. Upon further such action by the 
community, hangs the question whether the 
Fifth shall go to Washington. 

It should be neediess to repeat the argu- 
ments already cited in behalf of the move 
ment. Should Atlanta fail in this matter 
it will write itself as less enterprising, less 
liberal than many smaller cities and towns 
in Georgia. The city will go without ade- 
quate military representation at the inaugv- 
ration of the first democratic president in 
two decades. The nation, with its eye ever 
on Atlanta, will notice the omission. The 
damage to the municipality's prestige would 
be unquestioned. 


Only a few days remain in which to 


| ake impossible this undesirable develop- 


ment. The city and the county and At 
lantans, generally, should co-operate in 
making the trip of the Fifth speedily a fore- 
gone conclusion. 


THE ONCOMING INCOME TAX. 


Whether or not the New Jersey and 
West Virginia legislatures ratify the con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing a fed- 
eral income tax, it appears only a question 
of months before the latter measure be- 
comes a law. Favorable action by two 
states only is needed, and since seven are 
still to pass upon the proposal, not countiug 
New Jersey and West Virginia, fhe result 
may be forecasted as a certainty. 

House democratic leaders are already 
laying their plans contingent upon the rati- 
fication of the amendment. Should the 
states declare themselves within the next 
few weeks their action is likly to have a 
definite effect upon tariff legislation, insofar 
as reductions of the schedules will make 
necessary finding new sources of revenue 
for governmental maintenance. In _ the 
event there is delay in securing a verdict, 
the probability now is that the excise tax 
proposed at the last session wilk be revived 
and enacted. ; 

At all events the nation is nearer an in- 
come tax that is court-proof and permanent- 
ly enforceable than it has been since the civil 
war. For this fact, there is cause for wide- 
spread gratification. Wealth will now be 
called upon to defray its just share of gov- 
ernmental upkeep. The burden upon the 
average American, whether in direct or in- 
direct form, will be lessened. The levying 
of so equitable an impost will usher in a 
new and salutary chapter ° economic 
history of the nation. 
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POWDzE.. OR PEACE? 


The forthcoming week should determine 
whether Turkey will need another chapter 
of bloodshed to bring her to a realization 
of the untenability of her position in Eu- 
rope. The fluctuations in the negotiations, 
first between the peace allies in London 
and again between the Porte direct and the 
European concert, spells the obvious re- 
luctance of all parties to countenance a re- 
sumption of hostilities. 

Had the so-called “Young Turks” been 
in earnest in the mouth-filling threats they 
uttered with the overthrowing of the peace 
party in’ Constantinople, fighting wouida 
long ago have replaced the present nebulous 
situation. They appear, however, to have 
as keen a realization of the desperate pre- 
dicament of the empire as that shown by 


‘their predecessors, and their subsequent poli- 


cies have indicated that despite their self- 
acclaimed title of the “party of progress” 
they are proverbially Turkish in their 
sinuous diplomacy. 

Either by the combined pressure of 
Europe or terms exacted by the Balkan 
coalition, Turkey will have to leave Europe. 
The powers have long enough tolerated her 
presence there, an ever-threatening source 
of menace. They are not likely to let go 
the present opportunity to abate a peril 
that has for centuries hung as a shadow 
over the peace of the old world.

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| New News of Yesterday 


The True Account of Lord Howe's In- 
civility to General Washington. 


By E. J. Edwards.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events 
and personalities of the past have been col- 
lected by Mr. Edwards during near forty 
years Of more or less intimate acquaintance 
with many of the country’s leaders since the 
civil war. Each anecdote or incident is 
fresh from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, 
either in whole or in part, it constitutes 
NEW NEWS OF YBSTERDAY, garnered 
from the men who made tne news—the his- 
tory—or from equally authoritative sources. 
As important contributions of the “human 
interest” sort to American history, these ar- 
ticles have a distinctive value all their own. 


“It was my good fortune to be able to 
lend some very valuable historical docu- 
ments to George Bancroft, the historian; to 
Washington Irving, who was, as you know, 
my personal friend, and to Benson J. Los- 
sing. who wrote the ‘Field Book of the 
Revolution,’” said the /late General James 
Watson Webb to his 
children a few years be- 
fore his death, in 1884. 
General Webb was a 
son of General Samuel 
B. Webb, who was aide- 
de-camp to General 
seorge Washington dur- 
ing the revolutionary 
war, after a brief serv- 
ice as aide-de-camp to 
General Israel Putnam, 
shortly after the battle 
of. Bunker Hill. The 
senior General Webb 
was transferred from 
the staff of General 
Putnam to that of 
Washington, and his 
place on General Put- 
nam’s staff was filled | & J. Edwards. 
by the appointment of Aaron Burr. 

General James Watson Webb's father kept 
a journal and a vast mass of correspond- 
ence, of which only one volume of journal- 
istic records escaped destruction. I have 
told recently the curious manner in which 
these records were destroyed by the senior 
Webb’s children, who were allowed to use 
them as playthings. 

The anecdote which General Webb told 
to his children about 1876 was repeated to 
me by one of those who heard it. 

“As I have told you, I came into posses- 
sion of the only journal kept by my father 
which was not destroyed in play by myself 
and brothers and sisters in the year 1846. It 
was sent to me from Philadelphia. I haven't 
the slightest idea how it ever got from our 
old home near Claverack, New York, to Phil- 
adelphia. This was the journal which I lent 
to Mr. Lossing and afterwards lent to George 
Bancroft and to Washington Irving, both of 
whom made use of it in their histories. 

“In this journal is told the true story of 
something which has passed into tradition, 
but of which the authenticity was never sat- 
isfactorily established until this Journal was 
recovered. 

“Everybody who has read American his- 
tory very carefully is familiar with the tra- 
dition which asserts that Lord Howe, when 
in command at New York, superciliously ad- 
dressed an official letter to ‘George Wash- 
ington, esquire.’ 

“My father’s journal narrates in detail the 
whole circumstance. Father wrote the order 
signed by General Washingtun for the read- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence to the 
army. He also wrote the order relating to 
the destruction of the statue of George ITI. 

“T suppose that it was on account of his 
closeness to Washington that he was directed 
by Washington, together with Colonel Joseph 
Reed, another of Washington’s aides, to re- 
ceive persons who were bearing a flag from 
General Howe. The journal goes on to say 
that when the bearer of the flag presented 
them with the letters it was found that these 
documents were directed to ‘George Wash- 
ington, esquire,’ instead of to ‘General 
Washington. The aides declined to receive 
the communication. They prevented this of- 
fensive and supercilious missive from reach- 
ing the hands of Washington. The journal 
states that Washington, when he learned the 
facts, cordially approved their conduct. A 
few days later the bearer of a flag presented 
them with a letter in which Lord Howe asked 
that his adjutant general might be admitted 
to an interview with his excellency, General 
Washington. 

“Lord Howe had learned a lesson. His 
conduct was alwavs after that characterized 
by the nicest military etiquette. But it was 
not until the discovery of this lost journal, 
picked up somewhere, I think, in interior 
Pennsylvania among a lot of rubbish, that 
the true story of the manner in which Lord 
Howe was compelled to address Washington 
as his excellency, General Washington, was 
made known.” : °

NAPOLEON DIE AT 
ST. HELENA? 


DID 


Did Napoleon Bonaparte die at St. Helena? 
Was he ever a prisoner on that island? 
Could it be possible that the fooled the 
English to the very last and finally died, 
as he lived, a free man? All these questions 
seem strange in view of the tons of litera- 
ture which have been written in every lan- 
guage of modern civilization regarding the 
life of the great French general as an exile 
at St. Helena, and of his final death, and 
the return of his remains to France to be 
buried with great honors many years after- 
wards. 

A distinguished French historian, M. 
Omessa, has doubted for years that Napoleon 
ever saw St. Helena as a prisoner, and 
boldly declares that the general, after losing 
all on the field of Waterloo, refused to give 
himself up to the hated English, but instead 
escaped to Italy, and sent his double, Private 
Robeant, to St. Helena, in accordance with 
Plans laid long beforehand. 

General Bertrand, Napoleon’s friend of a 
limetime, is supposed to have made the 
Supreme sacrifice of accompanying Robeant 
to the island so as to blind the English to 
the trick being played upon them. For seven 
years, according to Omessa, the real Napo- 
leon lived in Verona, selling spectacles to 
British travelers. 

At last the desire again to see his only 
son, whom he adored, got the better of his 
caution, and the former conqueror of Europe, 
the hero of the finest army the world has 
ever seen, went to Vienna, where his little 
s0n was in the care of Francis II., the 
Austrian Emperor, who had thought it an 
honor to call Napoleon son-in-law, and was 
shot down like a dog while trying to climb 
the wall which surrounded the palace. 

M. Omessa, who spent a great many 
years in his investigation of the subject, 
on his journey to the Austrian court could 
find no evidence of this killing on the of- 
ficial records, but he declares he happened 
upon the private note book of one Corporal 
Arnstein, who was procurator of the palace. 


It contains the following entry, dated Sep- 
tember 5, 1823: 

“Yesterday an unknown person attempted 
to scale the high railings around the park 
at Schoenbrunn. As he refused to come down 
or explain himself the sentry on duty fired 
at him. The stranger died gasping the 
words, “King! My son!” Who the man was 
I do not know. He had a long beard yet 
looked like Napoleon I. When the Emperor 
of Austria heard of the occurrence he went 
to look at the “man, and immediately gave 
notice to the French ambassador, who 
betrayed unusual emotion and claimed the 
body in order to send it back to France. 
This was done.” 

This was but one of the many incidents 
which has led this French historian to 
declare that Napoleon himself never reached 
St. Helena in banishment. He has been able 
to unearth a document in the French 
archives which says “A Volbigeur of the 
Third Regiment of Napoleon I., by name 
Francois Eugene Robeant, died on the island 
of St. Helena, belonging to the English.” 
The date on the parchment has been careé- 
fully eliminated, but Omessa says he can 
prove that no soldier of that namé ever Was 
on the island of St. Helena as such. 

And still another important document in ~ 
the mind of this historian comes from the 
declaration of an English witness, Miss 
Maud Ella Ritchie, who knew Napoleon in 
Paris, and managed to get permission to see 
him on the island, whereupon she wrote 
home: “I was most astonished when they 
introduced me into the presence of the ex- 
emperor. Instead of that great and kingly 
manner which Napoleon presented, even 
after his final defeat at Waterloo, I found 
a cringing little man with none of that self- 
possession of Napoleon. My suspicions, which 
I dare scarcely express, were heightened by 
the behavior of General Bertrand, who 
treated the prisoner with the utmost. dis- 
dain.” 

By way of confirming the suspicions of 
the English woman, M. Omessa adds that 
she was more than justified in her thoughts, 
since the English governor himself early 
detected the fraud and began to treat the 
false Napoleon in a manner that never would 
have been assumed toward the real emperor. 
Omessa says that the charges of brutality 
and cruelty made at the time were true and 
that the English governor knew well enough 
that he was mistreating not the master of 
half of Europe, but a shallow double sent to 
die for the eagle whom the net of a con- 
tinent’s armies had not held. 

The story of the defeat of Napoleon, his 
exile to St. Helena, his lonely life there, even 
to the most minute details, is familiar to 
every reader, and not worth repeating, but 
there exists at least the shadow of a doubt 
in the minds of many whether or not the 
Sreatest schemer the world has ever seen 
would not have found it possible to do just 
what the French historian has credited him 
with having done.

Proposed Amendment Attacked; 


by Friends of Roosevelt 


Senator Dixon Drags Woodrow Wil- 
son Into Debate--.Proposed to 
Exempt Wilson. 


Washington, January 30.—Presiden- 
tial terms ranging all the way from 
two to six years; prohibitions against 
second terms and third terms; exemp- 
tions that would affect Roosevelt, Taft 
and Wilson, and proposals for the re- 
call and the @irect popular election of 
presidents were thrust into the senate 
today in rapid succession during the 
first day’s consideration of the con- 
stitutional amendment limiting the 
president to a single term of six years. 

In a session filled with lively debate, 
Senator Bristow’s proposal that a pres- 
ident could be recalled at any regular 
election was voted down, 58 to 1, and 
Senator Hoke Smith's amendment to 
make the single term four years, in- 
stead of six, was defeated, 42 to 25. 
Over a dozen amendments were pend- 
ing when the senate recessed tonight, 
and they will be taken up tomorrow. 

Senators Dixon and Poindexter, pro- 
fressives; Bristow, progressive-repub- 
lican, and Lodge, republican, led the 
fight against a restriction of the presi- 
dential term. Senator Williams, demo- 
crat, proposed a four-year term, with 
the privilege of re-election once, but 
his amendment was s0 drawn as to 
prevent Colonel Roosevelt from seekK- 
ing another election. 

Recall Amendment Defeated. 

The defeat of the Bristow amend- 
ment for recall of the president fol- 
lowed a short debate, in which Senator 
Bristow urged that to make the fed- 
eral administration properly respon- 
sive to public demand, the’ peovle 
should have the right to change the 
president when they change congress. 
The vote on the recall amendment 
mustered ten votes only in its favor, 
the following senators voting for le 

Bristow, Clapp, Dixon, Gronna and 
Poindexter, progressives and republi- 
cans; Ashurst, Martine, Owen, Perky 
and Thomas, democrats. 

The candidacies of Roosevelt, Wil- 
son, Bryan and Taft figured in the 
fight throughout the day. Senator Bo- 
rah said President Taft had not used 
the power of his office for his own 
re-election in 1912 to any greater ex- 
tent than President Roosevelt had 
used it in 1908 for the election of Mr. 
Taft. 

“President Roosevelt wanted Mr. 
Taft nominated because he believed 
Taft would carry out the~principles to 
which the Roosevelt administration 
was devoted,’ said Senator Bristow. 
“A president who would not use ev- 
ery effort to perpetuate his policies 
would not be worth his salt.” 

Senator Hitchcock asked if it was 
not “generally believed’ that Roose- 
velt favored President Taft's nomina- 
tion in 1908 so that he himself might 
be a candidate in 1912. 

Product of Diseased Mind, 

“I know the senator himsel¢ does 
not entertain such a thought,” return- 
ed Senator Borah, ‘'so I feel free to 
say that such an idea is the product 
of a diseased mind.” 

Senator Dixon’s charge that single 
six-year terms were desired chiefly by 
ambitious aspirants for the presidency 
and the declaration of Senators Bris- 
tow and Poindexter that this pro- 
posed limitation would be destructive 
of American principles of government, 
made up the burden of the progressive 
fight against the resolution. 

Senator Bristow declared that people 
should be free to choose thelr own 
president and to re-elect a »president 
when they believed it wise. He de- 
clared the constitution should include 
a recall provision so that when con- 
gress is overthrown because an admin- 
istration is not satisfactory, the people 
also could recall the president and es- 
tablish a new administration through- 
eut. 

“If the truth must be stated,” 
tor Dixon said. “this resolution might 
better be entitled A proposed amend- 
ment to the federal constitution for 
the relief of certain aspirants for 
presidency of the United States.’ ”’ 

To Exempt Wilson. 

Senator Paynter, democrat, offered 
a provision that when the amendment 
should be ratified, the president then 
in office should be entitled to a six- 


year term. He declared no question

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A decision handed down ty the court 
‘of appeals on Thursday is to the ef- 
fect that the possession of a baggage 
check given by a common carrier is 
sufficient proof of ownership and of the 
delivery of the baggage to the carrier 
for the owner to recover in case the 
baggage is lost.

If it 
is not a contract it is in the nature of 
a receipt, and is evidence of the own- 
ership, delivery and identity of the 
baggage. A passenger to whom the 
carrier delivers a baggage check ‘s

COMMITS SUICIDE 


\Well-Known ‘Traveling Man 


Hangs Himself Brooding Over 
Imaginary Illness. 


J. Tallie Comer, a well-known trav- 
eling salesman, was found dead yes- 
terday morning in the cellar of his 
brother-in-law’s home, 341 Washing- 
ton street, where he had hanged him- 
self. 

Mr. Comer ended his life in a fit of 
despondency caused by continual 
brooding over imaginary illness. 

He had been under treatment at the 
Piedmont sanitarium, but Wednesday 
night went to the home of his brother- 
in-law, D. 8S. McCalla. At the sanitae- 
rium he was told that he had no phys- 
ical ailments, and he was given treat- 
ment for his mental condition, Early 
Thursday morning he arose, and, after 
Walking around as if very nervous, 
slipped into the cellar, where his bod) 
was afterwards found. He had been 
dead somefthirty minutes when Mr. 
McCalla cut him down. 

His brooding over his condition was 
so intense at times that he frequently 
spoke of wishing that his life would 
end. 

Mr. Comer had been connected with 
the Oglesby Grocery company for 
eight or ten years, and was regarded 
as a most faithful and successful 
salesman. His business was in ex- 
cellent shape. 

He was 38 years of age and is sur: 
vived by a wife and a 4-year-old son, 
two brothers, W. Guy Comer, Athens, 
and L. S. Comer, Maysville; two sis-

Proposed Amendment Attacked 
by Friends of Roosevelt 


Senator Dixon Drags Woodrow Wil- 
son Into Debate--.Proposed to 
Exempt Wilson. 


Washington, January 30.—Presiden- 
tial terms ranging all the way from 
two to six years; prohibitions against 
second terms and third terms; exemp- 
tions that would affect Roosevelt, Taft 
and Wilson, and proposals for the re- 
call and the direct popular election of 
presidents were thrust into the senate 
today in rapid succession during the 
first day’s consideration of the con- 
stitutional amendment limiting the 
president to a single term of six years. 

In a session filled with lively debate, 
Senator Bristow’s proposal that a pres- 
ident could be recalled at any regular 
election was voted down, 58 to 1, and 
Senator Hoke Smith’s amendment to 
make the single term four years, in- 
stead of six, was defeated, 42 to 25. 
Over a dozen amendments were pend- 
ing when the senate recessed tonight, 
and they will be taken up tomorrow. 

Senators Dixon and Poindexter, pro- 
S@ressives; Bristow, progressive-repub- 
lican, and Lodge, republican, led the 
fight against a restriction of the presi- 
dential term. Senator Williams, demo- 
crat, proposed a four-year term, with 
the privilege of re-election once, but 
his amendment was so drawn as to 
prevent Colonel Roosevelt from seek- 
ing another election. 

Reeall Amendment Defeated. 

The defeat of the Bristow amend- 
ment for recall of the president fol- 
lowed a short debate, in which Senator 
Bristow urged that to make the fed- 
eral administration properly respon- 
sive to public demand, the peovle 
should have the right to change the 
president when they change congress. 
The vote on the recall amendment 
mustered ten votes only in its favor, 
the following senators voting for it: 

Bristow, Clapp, Dixon, Gronna and 
Poindexter, progressives and republi- 
cans; Ashurst, Martine, Owen, Perky 
and Thomas, democrats. 

The candidacies of Roosevelt, Wil- 
son, Bryan and Taft figured in the 
fight throughout the day. Senator Bo- 
rah said President Taft had not used 
the power of his office for his own 
re-election in 1912 to any greater ex- 
tent than President Roosevelt had 
used it in 1908 for the election of Mr. 
Taft. 

“President Roosevelt wanted Mr. 
Taft nominated because he believed 
Taft would carry out the principles to 
which the Roosevelt administration 
was devoted,” said Senator Bristow. 
“A president who would not use ev- 
ery effort to perpetuate his policies 
would not be worth his salt.” 

Senator Hitchcock asked if it was 
not “generally believed” that Roose- 
velt favored President Taft's nomina- 
tion in 1908 so that he himself might 
be a candidate in 1912. 

Product of Diseased Mind, 

“I know the senator himsel¢ does 
not entertain such a thought,” return- 
ed Senator Borah, ‘‘so I feel free to 
gay that such an idea is the product 
of a diseased mind.” 

Senator Dixon's charge that single 
six-year terms were desired chiefly by 
ambitious aspirants for the presidency 
and the declaration of Senators Bris- 
tow and Poindexter that this. pro- 
posed limitation would be destructive 
of American principles of government, 
made up the burden of the progressive 
fight against the resolution. 

Senator Bristow declared that people 
should be free to choose their own 
president and to re-elect a president 
when they believed it wise. He de- 
Clared the constitution should include 
a recall provision so that when con- 
gress is overthrown because an admin- 
istration is not satisfactory, the people 
also could recall the president and es- 
tablish a new administration through- 
eut. 

“If the truth must be stated,” Sena- 
tor Dixon said, “this resolution might 
better be entitled A proposed amend- 
ment to the federal constitution for 
the relief of certain aspirants for the 
presidency of the United States.’ ”’ 

To Exempt Wilson.

This was the idealistic philosophy 
with which Dr. Lee first startled and 
then delighted a large audience at the 
Cable hall Thursday night in his lec- 
ture on-“The Function of Kthics in the 
ienrichment of Life.” This was the 
second of a series of addresses planned 
for Atlanta by the committee on ethi- 
Cal lectures, and the hall was filled 
with people of culture of many differ- 
ent shades of religious belief. As M. IL. 
Wilensky expressed it in introducing 
Dr. Lee, “Al) beliefs unite in the field 
of social ethics in one united religion.” 

Theory of Universal Brotherhood. 

Dr. Lee expounded this theory of a 
universal social brotherhood in a 
strong and forceful style. He declar- 
ed that man’s life is affected to an 
almost overwhelming extent by the 
life of the world around him: that 
there are inexorable laws in the unl- 
verse to which man must be a slave if 
he would be happy, but that by living 
in Obedience to these laws and 
keeping himself in unison with the 
thought and tendency of the thou- 
sands of people around him any man 
cam attain happiness. 

“There are people in China picking 
tea leaves for me today,” said Dr. Lee, 
“There are others growing coffee for 
me in Brazil. Thousands of men scat- 
tered over the world are gathering and 
recording the news at a cost of $16,- 
000,000 a day and bringing it to my 
‘door for 2 cents. We can ride any- 
where in a great city on this street car 
system we own, simply giving the 
conductor a tip of 5 cents. We, the 
people, own everything. Ought we 
not to be happy? 

The Weak Affect the Mass. 

“In the complexity of the world the 
happiness of the weakest affects to a 
degree the happiness of the mass. Ani- 
mals grow strong .by destroying the 
weak, but men grow strong by lifting 
up and brightening the lives of those 
weaker than themselves. Human be- 
ings are mémbers one of another. 
When the poorest member is trodden 
under foot or thrown aside in poverty 
and wretchedness, the whole body of 
mankind aches. The highest and most 
important function of ethics, then, is 
to be performed in the direction of the 
democratic principles, which 
principle of enrichment, not 
for the few, but for all. 

“It is the function of ethics to de- 
velop the feeling in everyone that he 
is a brother to the weak. It Is the 
function of ethics to make al] 
come under its control and guidance 
so radiant and attractive that a lonely 
dog, meeting them on the street, 
would feel himself in the presence of 
friends he could follow.” 

Compliment to Atlanta Negro School. 

In the course of his address Dr. 
touched on the race problem, saying 
that he believed that the south ts 
handling the question at present far 
better than the north. The people of 
the south know how ‘to treat the ne- 
zsoes in order to get friendship 
service out of them at the same time, 
he said. and the best solution lies in 
the continuance of the industrial edu- 
cation which is now being established.

CHAMBER WATCH

Atlanta Chamber of Commerce Takes 
Liberal View But Will Not 
Relax Activities. 


Having taken the initiative in the 
matter of abating the smoKe evil in 
Atlanta, the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce does not propose in any sense 
to relax its activities, but will lend 
every reasonable effort, not only to 
the enforcement, but to the ultimate 
strengthening of the ordinance. 

The members of the committee feel 
that valuable and important progress 
has already been made, and that it 
is better to try out the ordinance as 
it now stands than to endeavor to 
make its provisions any more rigid at 
this time. 

When it is considered that ten of 
the largest manufacturing plants in 
the city have already expended about 
$25,550 for the purpose of abating 
smoke, and that nineteen others are 
now engaged in making similar ar- 
rangementg to enable them to comply 
with the requirements of the ordinance, 
the committee feels that much impor- 
tant progress has been made.

JAILS A BANK PRESIDENT 
ABOUT EVERY TEN DAYS 


New York, January 30.—Every ten 
days since New Year's a bank president 
has been sent to jail from Brooklyn 
by Supreme Court Justice Crane. The 
third man he has sentenced this year 
is William C. Damron, former prest- 
dent of the Home bank, who was to- 
day given a term of one year in the 
penitentiary.

WHEAT ADVANCE 
RECEIVES CHECK 


Asserted That European Buy- 
ers Give Preference to 
Argentine Wheat. 


Chicago, January 30.—Assertions 
that hereafter European buyers would 
give preference to Argentine wheat as 
against cargoes from the United States 
and Canada took much of the snap to- 
day out of an attempt to advance the 
market here. Closing prices were 
barely steady at a gain of 1-8 to 1-8@ 
1-4c net. Corn showed a loss of 1-4 to 
1-4@3-8c, oats finished unchanged'\ to 
1-8c off, and provisions varying from 
7 1-2e°deeline to a rise of 2 1- 2c. 

One of the leading houses on ‘cnange 
made public what 27, 2 stated to be 
authoritative advices from German 
importers that wheat shipments from 
North America had been placed under 
a heavy handicap because Argentine 
Bhippers have agreed to modified con- 
tracts that settled a controversy about 
weight standards. In this connection, 
traders took note of the fact that the 
Argentine crop is large and excellent, 
and that never before at this period 


'of the season had so small a percent- 


age been sold. Drought reports from 
India, which put strength into wheat 
prices during the first part of the day, 
seemed to lose effect when the Argen- 
tine bugbear led to extensive realizing 
sales. War news, reports of improved 
flour demand northwest and predic- 
tions of cold weather, appeared equal- 
ly powerless to keep prices from slip- 
ping back. 

Favorable weather and increasing 
receipts pulled down corn. Bearish 
news from Argentine and the late set- 
back in wheat counted also in depress- 
ing prices.

When the Standard Oil company, of 
New Jersey, was dissolved by order of 
the federal supreme court last year a 
number of smaller companies were or- 
Sanized in this territory and .compe- 
tition for crude oil for the new re- 
fineries has become; pronounced. 

For elghteen months preceding the 
dissolution of the Standard, which 
took place December 15, 1911, Penn- 
Sylvania crude had been quoted at 
$1.30 a barrel.

The policy of tack- 
ing on 5.cents to the price was con- 
tinued until December 14, when the 
dream of the oil producer was realiz- 
ed on the announcement that $2 oil 
had arrived. Another advance of 3 
cents was recorded on January 6 and 
on January 27 7 cents was tacked on. 
From that time until this morning 
there have been daily advances of 7 
cents and oil men here were today 
predicting $2.50 oil by mid-summer, 
and $3 oil before the end of the year. 

While it is relaized by those closely 
following runs and shipments as well 
as production, that there is a scarcity 
the movement this week has 
been so unusual that many persons 
feel something more than the legiti- 
mate commercial demand underles it.

PLOT TO ROB RUSSIA 
IS DENIED BY PIERCE 


Washington, January 30.—H. H. D. 
Pierce, formerly assistant secretary of 
state, in a letter today to Representa- 
tive Rothermen, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the house committee, 
which investigated the fur seal condi- 
tions of the Pribilof islands, asked for 
a hearing by the committee on a phase 
of its report which charged him with 
combining with others to defraud the 
Russian government. 

“I am amazed as well as socked,” 
wrote Mr. Pierce, “to find that your 
committee has caused. to be* spread 
broadcast throughout the country the 
grave charge thatI corresponded, con- 
bined and agreed’ with one Isaac Liebes 
and Charles H. Townsend to defraud 
the Russian government of a large 
sum of money while acting on behalf 
of my own government in 1900 and 
1901 in an arbitration before a tribun- 
al at The Hague. Those who Know me 
will need no assurance that such a 
charge is utterly false.” 

Mr. Pierce asked the chairman to 
send him all the testimony relating to 
his connection with the matter and 
for a hearing that he might satisfy the 
committee of ‘‘the utter lack of any 
foundation for alleging any wrong 
doing on my part.’
